G.S.R. 383. — In exercise of the powers conferred by .sub- 
section (1) of Section 3 of the All India Service Act, 1951 
(61 of 19511, the Central Government, after consultation with 
the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Police Service 
(Pay) Rules, 1954. namely : — 

1. (I) These rule.s may he called the Indian Police Service 
(Pay) Second Amendment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 
first day of January, 1973. 

2. In the Indian Police Service (Pay) Rules, 1954, the 
following shail be substituted for Rule 7 : 

“7 Notwithstanding anything contained in Rule 13 of the 
the Indian Police Service (Probation) Rules, 1954 
the State Government shall sanction The second and 
third increments due to a direct lecruit or to any 
officer recruited in accordance with Rule 7A of the 
Indian Police Service iReci uitmenl) Rules, 1954, as 
soon aw he passes the prescribed departmental exa- 
mination or examinations irrespective of the length 
of service, after which he shall be entitled to_ draw 
pay at the rate corresponding to his position in the 
time scale. 

Provided that the third increment under this rule shall 
be granted retrospectively from the dale of passing 
the prescribed departmental examination or the last 
of the prescribed departmental examination as the 
case may be, on the successful completion of the 
period of probation and confirmation. 

Provided also that a direct recruit or any officer recruited 
in accordance with rule 7A of the Indian Police 
■Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1954, who has been 
exempted from appc,irlng in the vvh-ole or any part 
of the departmental examination or examinations for 
the reasons that he had already passed such exami- 
nation or examinations or part thereof before he 
became a member of the Service, .shall, for the 
purpose of this rule, he deemed to have passed the 
departmental examination or examinations or part 
thereof, as the case may be, from the date of the 
earliest such examination, examinations or part 
thereof, in which he would have appeared, but for 
the exemption, after he became a member of the 
service.” 


EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM ; 

In the revised junior ycale of the Indian Police Service in- 
troduced with effect from the 1st January, 1973, the first 
increment acmes after the end of the first year of service. 
As officers arc under training at the SVP National Police 
Academy, Hyderabad/National Civil Defence College, Nag- 
pur during the major part of their first year of service, the 
incentive provided in the rules for pa.s'sing the first of the 
prescribed departmental examinations, which was available 
to officers in the pre 1973 junior scale, is rendered largely 
ineffective. It has. Ihcrcfore, been decided to restore the 
incentive as originally envisaged in the junior scale in force 
before the 1st April. I960, which was comparable to the 
present junior scale. No officer is likely to be adversely affec- 
ted by these rules being given retrospective effect from the 
Itrt January, 1973.

THF. STANDARDS OP WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 
(INTER-STATE VERIFICATION AND STAMPING) 

RULES, 1980 

1. Short Title and Commenieement,— ( 1) These rules may 
be called the Standards of Weights and Measures ( Iriter-Stale 
Verification and Stumping) Rules, 1980, 

(2) They shall come into force on such date as the Cen- 
tral Government may, by notification, appoint, and different 
dates may be appointed for different classes of weighls and 
measures.

2. Definitions. — Tn these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires, — 

fa) “Ad" means the Stand.Ti'ds of Weight.s and Mea- 
sures Act, 1976 (60 of 1976); 

(b) "section” means a section of (he Act; 

fc) “Mint” means the Government of India Mint at 
Bombay. 


3. ClHfflIficntion of Weights and M*«tures.— The cla.ises of 
weights or measures specified in the First Schedule shall be 
deemed to fall within the first category referred to in clause 
(a) of sub section (1) of section 41 ; and weights or measures 
of all other classes shall be deemed to fall within the second 
category specified in clause (b) of that sub-section. 


(2) A review of the items specified in the Fiist Schedule 
shall be made on the expiry of every two years from the 
corqmencement of these rules and on such review, such chan- 
ges shall be made in the said Schedule as the experience 
may justify. 

4. Classification of tank-1orri«« wagom or other contMinen 
used for the transport of comnKRHties to be sold, delivered 
or distributed in the covrse of state Inter-State trade or 
commerce. — Every tank-lorry, wagon or other containei-, used 
for the transport of any commodity which is to be sold, 
delivered or distributed by weight or measure in the course 
of inler-StaV trade or commerce, shall be deemed to fall 
within the first category and its capacity shall be calibrated 
and authenticated by the special seal — 
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(a) in the case of a tank-lorry, in the State in which 

such lank-lorry is recisfcrerl in jccoidancc with the 
provisions of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939; 

(b) in the case of a wagon oi' other container, not being 
u lank lorry, in the State in which such wagon or 
other container is manufactured ; 

(c) in the case of any imported wagon or other container, 

not being a tank-lorry the State In which the im- 
port has been made, 

5. Special Seal : 

tl) The special seal referred to in sbb-seclion (3) of sec- 
tion 41 shall be of such size and dimensions and shall con- 
tain .such particulars as are specified in the Second Schedule, 
and different sizes of special seals may be specified for the 
stamping of different classes of weights or measures. 

t2) The special seal shall be manufactured at the Mint at 
Bombay. 

(3) The cost of (he special seal shall be borne by the State 
Government to which such seal Ls delivered. 

f4) Seals for use in inler-Stale transactions .shall be so 
designed that tliey may not resemble any seal specified in the 
Second Schedule. 

(5) Seals specified in the Second Schedule shall not be 
ased for any purpose other than vcrific.ation of weights and 
measures sent from one State to another. 

6. Fees for Stamping : 

(1) The fee for the verification of any weight or measure 
of the first category and stamping of the weight or measure 
with the special seal shall be levied by the Government of 
the transferor State at the rate leviable in that State for 
verification and stamping of the same or similar weight or 
measu)e plus an additional fee of twenty five per cent of the 
fee aforesaid. 

(2) The fee for the verification of any weight or measure 
of the second category and stamping thereof .shall be levied 
by the Government of the transferee State at the rate 
leviable in that Stale for the verification and stamping of the 
same or similar weight or measure plus an additional fee of 
twenty five per cent of the fee aforesaid. 

(3) The Director shall determine the fee for the verifi- 
cation and stamping of any weight or measure in relation 
to which no fee has been specified by the Government of 
the concerned State.
